Judge Raulston’s ’s Opinion Exclud- 
ing Scientific Testimony. 

Juage Raulston, in his opinion 
excluding scientific testimony, said: 

“This case ig now before ‘the 
‘ | Court upon a motion by the Attor- 
ney-General to exclude from the 
vonsideration of the jury certain 
expert testimony offered by t'« 
defendant, the import of such tes- 
timony being an effort to explain. 
the origin of man and life. The 
State insists that such evidence is 
wholly irrelevant, incompetent snd 
unimportant to the issues pending 
and that it‘should be excluded. 

“Upon the other hand, the de- 
fendant insists that this evidence 
is highly competent and relevant 
to the issues involved andl shouid 
be admitted.” 

He read the first section cf the 
statute invoived in this case «nd 
/ added: 

“The State says that it is both 
proven and admitted that this de- 
fendant did teach in Rhea County 
within the limits of the statute, 
that man descended from a lower 
order of animals and that with 
these facts ascertained and proven, 
it has met the requirements of the 
statute and has absolutely estab- 
lished the defendant's guilt; and 
with his guilt thus admitted .and 
established, his ultimate convic- 
tion is unavoidable and inevitable 
and that no amount of -expert tes- 
timony can aid and enlighten the 
Court and jury upon the real is- 
sues, or affect the final results. In 
other words, the State insists that 
by a fair and reasonable ‘construc- 
tion of the statute the real of- 
fense provided against in’the act 
is to teach that man descended 
from a lower order of animals and 
that when this is accomplished by 
a fair interpretation and by legal 
implication, the whole offense is 
proven. That is, the State says, 
that the latter clause interprets 
and explains what the Legislature 
meant and intended by the use of 
| the clause ‘any theory that denies 
the stories of divine creation. as 
taught in the Bible.’ 

Defense Contentions. 

“But the defendant is not con- 
tent to agree with the State in its 
theory, but takes issue and says 
that’ before there can be any con- 
viction the State must prove two 
things: 

“1. That the defendant taught 
evolution in the sense used in the 
statute. 

“2. That* this teaching was con- | 
trary to the Bible. 

“That these are questions of 
fact, that the proof must show 
what evolution is, so that the jury 
may determine whtther evolution 
as taught by the defendant con- 
flicts with the Bible; that it is not 
merely what the defendant sald or 
what the book taught: and that 
they cannot do this without evi- 
denee. That is, that the defendant 
must have taught the descent of 
man from a lower origin of ani- 
‘mals and a theory contrary to that 
of divine creation as taught by the 
Bible. That the teaching of either 
would not be crime. 

“@ow, upon these issues as 
brought up it becomes the duty of 
the Court to determine the ques- 
tion of the admissibility of this.

“It is not within the province of 
the Court under these issues to de- 
cide and determine which Is true, 
the story of divine creation as 
taught in the Bible or the story of 
the creation of man as taught by 
j evolution.

Municipal links golfers are not 
going to be scared away from their 
daily round by the mere specter of 
a daily or annual fee, if yesterday's 
official figures mean anything. It 
was the first time the new fee or- 
slinance was in effect and starters 
on both the nine and 18 hole links 
reported the average Thursday 
crowds, 

The ordinance recently passed by 
the Board of Aldermen and sizned 
by Mayor Miler provides for an 
annual tax of $10 or a pay-as-you- 
play rate of 50 cents for 18 holes 
or 25 cents for nine holes. 

An Average Crowgd. 

On the 18-hole course 225 per- 
sons played. Starters were pres- 
ent on both courses from dawn to 
dark and no one got by without 
signing up. The nine-hole course 
showed a total of. 223 players. This 
total of 448 is average for both. 

On the large links, 103 players 
had annual permits, while 122 paid 
a daily fee. On the smaller course 
but 10 players had permits, the 
remainder paying the 25-cent fee. 
At the Parks and Recreation De- 
partment today it was said that 
916 annual permits have been Is- 
sued to date. 

Figures on comparative patron- 
age of the tennis courts were not 
available; due to the large number 
of enthusiasts witnessing the na- 
tional clay courts matches at Triple

Heat, 
boil up gently and skim, whédle the 
juice boils seven minutes. Then 
bottle. Use the same proportion to 
a glass as the raspberry vinegar.
